A great part of the objections made to the 
financial measurea of tho new administra­ 
tion seem to vest on misconceptions of the 
facts with which the Treasury Department 
is called to deal. 
It is objected, for exam­ 
ple, that Secretary Sherman is pulling down 
with one hand what he is trying to build up 
with the other by curtailing the greenback 
circulation at the same time that he is put­ 
ting a large amount of new bonds on the 
market. The argument is that he can float

he is con­ 
tracting the currency precisely when he 
needs to have it abundant in order to 
get bis new loans token. This reasoning 
rests on a false analogy drawn from the ex­ 
perience of the government in tho original 
lunding of the national debt. A redundance 
of money was neided thon because it was 
only by the investment of money that the 
bonds of the government could be obtained. 
Every million of bonds bad then to bo paid 
for with a million dollars of greenbacks. 
But the reiunding of the national debt is a 
process which has a very different relation 
to the money market. It consists in an ex­ 
change, not of money for bonds, but of oue 
class of bonds for another. The refunding 
is, in substance, a mere exchange by a 
process more or less direct of bonds 
for 
bonds, 
and 
the 
little 
money 
that 
may 
be 
required 
for 
effecting 
this exchange is not legal tender notes, bat 
gold. 
The abundance or scarcity of green­ 
backs is not an element of the problem. 
A 
moderate amount of gold is necessary, but 
only as an instrument lor forcing tho 
holders of the old bonds to exchange them 
for the new. 
The five-twenty bonds, as 
their name implies, are payable at the pleas­ 
ure of the goTemmeut after five years from 
the date of their issue, although it is not 
obliged to pay them until the expiration of 
the twenty years. The government cannot 
compel their holders to exchange them, but 
it can call the bonds in and stop the interest 
on them by giving notice that it is ready to 
pay them in coin. 
Twenty or thirty mill­ 
ions of 
gold would probably suffice to 
complete the whole work of refunding the 
five-twenties. 
When the government, with 
thirty millions of gold in the Treasury, 
offers to pay that amount of designated six 
per cent bonds, the holders have to consider 
how they will invest this gold. Finding no 
other investment so safe and valuable as the 
new bonds, most of them prefer these, and 
the government retains in its hands the 
greater part ot the gold to renew the opera­ 
tion, which may be repeated again and again 
until all the five-twenty bunds have been 
converted. This being the process it is evi­ 
dent that the amount of greenbacks in circu­ 
lation has little to do with it, and that the 
criticism we have noticed is irrelevant 
Another objection which has been made 
to the policy of Secretary Sherman is that 
he is attempting to do too much at ouce, and 
that he ought to suspend his efforts to refund 
the i>ublic debt and use the whole proceeds 
of the sole of the new bonds as a prepara­ 
tion for specie payments. This criticism is 
ounded on the same misconception os the 
one already noticed. It overlooks the car­ 
dinal fact that the refunding is, in the main, 
not an exchange of bonds for gold, but of 
bonds for bonds, and that such exchanges 
may proceed to any extent without interfer­ 
ing- with the accumulation of a gold 
reserve* for redeeming the 
greenbacks. 
The 
mere 
exchange 
of 
bonds 
for 
other bonds 
has 
no bearing 
on the 
question of resumption. It is only tho 
new money invested in bonds that can bo 
made available as a reserve in the Treasury, 
and «pure capital will be more likely to be 
invested in this way when it is seen that the 
supply of bonds may be exhausted end 
that capitalists must embrace their chance 
for a desirable investment before it passes. 
There is every year a considerable amount of 
new capital seeking permanent investment, 
and the government will get a share of this 
ot the .siuue time that it is refunding the 
national debt. 
The bonds we exchange 
bring no money into tho Treasury and take 
none out ; it is only the excess of bonds 
which we sell for actual money over those 
which 
we 
exchange for 
other bonds 
that 
con 
contribnto 
to 
the reserve 
needed 
for redeeming the greenbacks. 
The 
more 
successfully 
and 
rapidly 
the refunding goes on 
the greater will be 
the amount of new capital that will seek 
this form of investment. 
The objection 
that Mr. Sherman is trying to do two 
things when he should attempt only one is 
therefore weak and untenable. 
Another aud more plausible objection to 
Secretary Sherman’s policy is his supposed 
intention to remonetize silver and make it 
a legal tender. The real force of this objec­ 
tion depends on the extent to w’hich the 
hilver project is to be carried. 
It is incred­ 
ible that the Secretary of the Treasury 
favors payment of the naliunel bonds, 
cither interest or principal, in anything 
but gold coin. 
From tho moment it should 
be oven suspected that ho would favor 
paying the bonds in silver it would be 
out of his power either to sell a new bond 
or to exchange an old one. His fiscal’policy 
would bo afeh ile se if he should take up the 
silver policy in that shape. 
Of course he 
does nut contemplate financial suicido, and 
we may consign this notion to tho> limbo of 
absurdities. 
But the bonds being excepted wo cun dis­ 
cover no serious ground of alarm in tho 
project to remoueti/e silver, even if carnod 
to the extent of making it a legal tender to 
disuhargn all debts lor which grecnhaeks are 
a legal tender. 
Under discreet management 
this could ^ 
safely done even without 
chonging 
t ^ 
standord 
of 
our silver 
coins. 
A 
hundred 
ounces of 
coined 
silver and a hundred ounces of silver 
bullion may have very unequal values. 
If 
there is a mint chargo for coinage that 
charge will be added to th** cost of the un- 
uiauufuctured silver. 
If the mint charge 
be one per cent there will be a *lifferonce of 
one per cent in the value of cuineil and un­ 
coined silver; if the mint charge ho ten or 
twenty per cent there will be a correspond­ 
ing difference between the value of coins 
and bullion. The government may refuse to 
coin silver on jirivato account at all. and in 
that cose it can give to silver any arbitiaiy 
value it pl**n«es if It coins no more tlmu is 
needed for the internal trade of the coun­ 


try. The proof of this is perfectly eon- 
elusive on the plainest prinoiplea of mon­ 
etary science. 
Who doubts that the grc'.n- 
baoks—intrinsically worth nothing, or, at 
most, tho cost of a few inches of thin 
paper—could bo brought to par in gold by 
contracting their amount ? Now, as paper, 
which is worth nothing, con be kept at par 
by limiting the 
quantity issned, it is 
clear that a silver coinage intrinsically 
worth nine-tenths an much as the gold 
coinage could 
also 
be 
kept 
at par 
by the 
same 
simple 
means. 
If too 
much were coined the excess woald be 
worth only its 
value as bullion, which 
would cause the whole silver coinage to de­ 
preciate to the same figure ; but a limitation 
of the pmiount would keep it at par with 
gold in^peutive of the amount of silver in 
the coinH. Oar understanding of the silver 
policy of Sceietiiry Sherman is that he would 
allow no coinage of that metal on private 
account, and would permit no more to be 
coined iHid paid out by the government than 
can be kept at par with gold by limitation of 
its quantity. At the present price of silver 
bullion the government would make ten 
per cent by the coinage and nobody would 
suffer. 
There is no valid scientific objec­ 
tion to such a ixilicy, although there 
is a practical one of considerable force. 
The large profit would bo a temptation 
to illicit coinage, and it would be difficult 
to detect and punish the counterfeiters. 
Ordinary counterfeiters make their coins of 
base metal, and the fact that they arc coun­ 
terfeit can bo easily proved; but when there 
is a profit in counterfeiting coins of stand­ 
ard silver and full weight there will bo no 
difficulty in making the mechanical imita­ 
tion so perfect os to baffle detection. But 
it might turn out that remonetixation woald 
so enhance the value of silver bnllion, by 
creating a greater demand for it, os to de­ 
stroy the profit of illicit coinage in genuine 
m 
e t a l . _________________ 
Prograas of tbo Wm.r. 
What has so often been referred to of late 
as the “delay” in crossing the Danube by 
the Russians might better be described as 
“making haste slowly," which conveys the 
idea of doing things thoroughly though 
leisurely. 
The 
Russian 
generals 
in 
Roumania indeed are laying out their 
men with as mnch deliberation as a 
chess player studying a problem in the 
game. 
The broad river which keeps up 
Turkish hopes and gunboats at the same 
time protects the preparations of the Rus­ 
sians from inquisitive eyes. We know, how­ 
ever, that the great drama must soon com­ 
mence. 
What Victor Hugo calls the “trem­ 
bling of the curtain” is observable by the 
Turkish audience on the right bank of the 
Danube, who are so soon to become actors. 
At what place or places the Russians will 
cross is the problem. All well grounded 
specfilations agree that the attempt will be 
made west of Rustcbuk, bat whether be­ 
tween Nicopolis and Sistova or west of the 
Aluta Cannot be precisely indicated. The 
time of crossing is involved in the same 
doubt, but ten days or a fortnight at furthest 
will, doubtless, sec the opening of the 
Turkish agony in Europe. 
While, however, the Russians are prepar­ 
ing, the Montenegrins are fighting against 
overwhelming odds. 
The reviotnallihg of 
Nicsics by the Turks indicates that on the 
side of Herzegovina the 
heroic monn- 
taineers have been worsted for the moment, 
but the defeat of 
the Moslems, 
with 
a slaughter 
of two thousand men, on 
the Albanian side of 
the little prin- 
oipality, shows 
that 
the 
Turks 
will 
not be able 
to withdraw a battalion 
within a month to aid the troops under 
Abdnl Kerim, who are scattered from 
Widin to Vnrna. 
The strenuous endeavor 
to crush the Montenegrins, so as to leave 
twenty or thirty thousand troops free to 
fight tho Russians, seems doomed to igno­ 
minious failure. 
In .Ysia tho campaign 
has scarcely 
changed a foatnre within the last few days. 
Kars still holds out, but a strengthening of 
tho determination to take it speedily is ob­ 
servable in the concentration of Russian 
troops.

T he M urderous Mormons. 
We print elsewhere a letter from Mr. 
Stillson, our correspondent at Salt Luke 
City, giving a detailed statement of the two 
attempts to assassinate him, and an enter­ 
taining description of tho farce called an 
investigation, which was enacted at bis 
hotel by the Mormon Mayor and a set of 
Mormon satellites. We are not quite clear 
at this distance whether the grncclesa 
rnffian who acted as the tool of his 
atrocious Mormon employers was instrncied 
by them to kill our correspondent or 
only to make a murderous denionstm- 
tion, with a view to frighten him out 
of the Territory. 
The first attempt made 
in the night by shooting may have been in­ 
tended merely to inspire terror ; but as it 
was not followed by the exjiected flight it 
was repeated with a knife five days later in 
Mr. Htillson’s room at the hotel. The cir- 
oumatances of the second assault seem to 
stamp it as a real attempt at assassination, 
for the knife would have been driven into 
Mr. Stillsoij’s breast but for the intercepting 
articles which he wore upon his person. 
Had tho stroke proved fatal th*.*y would 
have triiidito shift the blnme upon others by 
some lying invention os base ns the means 
by which 
they undertook to discredit 
the 
attempt. 
They 
held 
their 
faroo 
of 
an 
iuvestigiitinu 
in 
the 
hope of 
aHMftssiaating Mr. Stillson's character by 
pretended proofj that the cats in his cloth­ 
ing were mode by hitnsolf. 
This nefarious 
attempt so utterly broke down that the Mor­ 
mon Mayor did not dare to print the steno­ 
graphic report ol the prtKjeedings, although 
Brigham Young’s private secretary was the 
reporter. 
A promise was maiie that Mr. 
Stillson sliould see tho report for revision 
before it was puUHshed: but this promise 
was torleited, and, two nr three weeks hav­ 
ing been taken to alter and garble It, it is 
now to bo published in uuch shape as the 
«.lints think fit. They have never scrupled 
at falsehood any more than they have at 
murder, and having failed to assnssinute or 
fright*‘n our correspondent tliey are trying 
to ttcconijilish the same object by onlniimi- 
atiiig him. 
Being unable to stop his ex­ 
posures they hope to discredit them by tro- 
diicing his charater. 
This attempt will fail 
like the others.

The outbreak of the Lerdo insurrection or 
counter revolution in the Mexican States 
bordering on the Rio Grande might have 
been expected to lead to auoh a glaring vio­ 
lation of American territory as occurred on 
Monday last. A band of Diaz troops from 
tho State of Cohahnila, fleeing before the 
Lerdists, crossed the river to Texas, and, 
being overtaken there by their pursners, 
fought a battle. 
The Lerdists were vic­ 
torious and retired to Mexican soil, while 
the remnant of the Diaz band, numbering 
forty, were made prisoners by the United 
States troops from Port Clark. Among tho 
forty, our despatches stated, were “one 
colonel, 
three lieutenant colonels and 
five captains”—rather a 
large 
propor­ 
tion of officers 
to 
privates. 
Hud it 
not been that this violation of Ameri­ 
can soil was preceded by others barely 
less heinons during the last ten years a 
loud outcry would follow its announce­ 
ment. As it is, by concentrating in itself 
all that is objeotionuble in the condition of 
things along the Rio Grande border, it will 
certainly compel the immediate attention 
of our government. 
We do not want a war 
with 
Mexico for 
many 
reasons; but 
the 
various 
fighting 
parties 
on 
its 
borders 
act 
as 
though 
they 
would 
compel us to take some sharp measnres to 
protect our settlers and onr territory. To 
have so long tolerated a lawless brood as 
neighbors, who aro revolutionists oooasion- 
ally, but cow thieves always, is a proof of 
almost inexhaustible patience. The ontrage 
of last Monday shows that neither the ad­ 
herents of Diaz nor those of Lerdo believe 
that our forbearance has any limit at all. 
It is some satisfaction that they contented 
themselves with killing eaoh other. If, 
like the Kilkenny cats, they woald complete 
the process and leave nothing but the tails, 
we would be pleased even though the pro­ 
portion of surviving colonels and captains 
was greater than in the tail of the band that 
fought last Monday. 
There is, unfortu­ 
nately, no chance of such a consummation, 
for the Mexican knows the exact moment to 
run as well as the American Indian. 
Hence 
some other means must be taken to stop the 
annoyance. 
We publish elsewhere to-day a somewhat 
remarkable map, intended by the corre­ 
spondent who sends it to us to illustrate 
ideas as to onr relations with Mexico which 
we have often heard were favorably consid­ 
ered by the last administration, and which 
some passing events would seem to hint are 
not undreamed of by the present one. 
Our New 
Orleans correspondent sends 
some interesting reports from the Mexican 
border. It is believed down there that Es­ 
cobedo and other Mexican leaders have con­ 
ceived the project of sotting up an inde­ 
pendent confederation, consisting of seven 
or eight of the northern tier of States. Sueh 
a project might be easily accomplished if 
the people of those States were capable of 
acting together. The present Mexican gov­ 
ernment is too weak to attempt the gigantic 
task of reconquering a territory as large as 
half the continent of Europe. But it is almost 
as impossible for a Mexican leader to com­ 
bine the isolated, scattered and inhar­ 
monious population ol those States in an 
effort to establish a new government. 
Onr correspondent “B. F. E.” makes an 
ingenious plea for the annexation of these 
Mexican States to our own system. We do 
not care to discuss this at present Itis 
with those States os with Canuda—when the 
pear is ripe it will fall, and we need not be 
im patient; it cun fall into nobody’s lap but 
our own. 
We do not believe that President 
Hayes means to do wrong or injustice to 
Mexico; nor do we believe that he would 
consent to a war with that wretched coun­ 
try- -a war sure to be unpopular with the 
best influences in this country and in his 
I own party. The policy of the President and 
Secretary of State looks to the peaceable set­ 
tlement of all difficulties with foreign na­ 
tions. An energetic and positive foreign pol­ 
icy docs not mean a warlike one; on the con­ 
trary, in able hands it is tho best safeguard 
for pp.-ice. 
It is only tho incapables who 
bluster. 


Senator Conklinff’a V isit to Burope. 
Although a desire to improve his health 
IS among the motives of Mr. Conkling's 
summer trip to Europe, it is but one of sev­ 
eral. Had Congress met iu Juno, os was 
at one time expected, Mr. Conkling would 
have been at his post in the Senate. 
Had it 
pot been arranged that the suits in which 
he is retained as tmnnsel were to be put off' 
in consequence of the expected session in 
midsummer he would have remained at 
home to take cure of tho interests of his 
clients. 
The dbuiands of his health are not. 
therefore, compulsory. Tne explanation of 
his trip which he repeatedly gave in this city 
previons to sailing was that he unexpectedly 
found himself in possession of ten weeks’ 
leisure of which he could make no better 
use—an explanation which implies that if 
he had uuytbing to accomplish which he 
deemed important he would have remained 
at home. 
Considering how important a man Mr. 
Conkling is in the politics of bis own party 
his willingness to be away during the inter­ 
val before Congress meets is no'teworthy. 
It proves that tho able Now York Senator 
takes no part and feels no interest in the in­ 
trigues said to be on foot for organizing a 
republican oppositioi^to the policy of Pres­ 
ident Hay PS. 
It is evident that he does 
not wish to be reguided either as an open 
promoter or a secret abettor of such a 
movement. It may be said, indeed, that his 
absence implies indifference or a desire to 
avoid committing himself. 
It would be 
more reasonable to say that it implies a be­ 
lief that tho expected republican nssanlt on 
President Hayes will amount to nothing. 
Such on opinion would not discredit Mr. 
Conkling’s political sagacity. A strong and 
triumphant party may ufl'ord intestine quar­ 
rels and divisions, but not a party which 
has lost its control of one branch of Con­ 
gress and retains but a small and precarious 
majority in the other. Mr. ('onkltng doubt­ 
less thinks that 
the 
most usefnl part 
bo can not is to do nothing to foment the 
dissatisfaction which exists in tho party, 
and leave tbo complalners to the inflncnce 
of time and cool reflection. 
Before he 
returns preparations will be making for the 


iikll eleotions, and as soon as the party is 
brongbt face to face with the demoorate in 
impending eleotions the desire of victory 
will hove a powerful effect in harmonizing 
differences. No republican leader, not even 
Mr. Blaine, will care to take the responsi­ 
bility of disorganizing the republican army 
on the eve of battle, when it stands fronting 
the 
enemy. 
The 
fall 
elections 
this 
year 
ore 
really of 
great importance. 
The demooratio party looks 
to 
them 
to rebuke, 
and the repnbiican party 
to indorse, whot was done in Washing­ 
ton last February. It is the first opportu­ 
nity the people will have for rendering their 
verdict, and the hopes of parties will be 
greatly influenced by the fall elections. 
Power as well as prestige is stoked on the 
result, for several of the Legislatures chosen 
this year will elect United States Senators 
and decide whether the repnbiican party 
shall keep or lose its control of the Upper 
House of Congress. 
Mr. Conkling perceives 
in advance what his whole party will see 
when the elections approsch, and wisely de­ 
clines to take any part in a quarrel which 
will settle iteelf by a sense of party interest. 


K elly’s R eply to Woodln. 
When Senator Woodin returned home 
after the close of the session his fellow 
citizens of Auburn gave him a large com­ 
plimentary reception as a mode of express­ 
ing their continued confidence iu hu 
character after the charges made against him 
last winter. 
Those charges had been inves­ 
tigated by a committee of the Senate, and 
the result was a fnll and honorable excul­ 
pation, 
In Mr, Woodin’s speech to his 
constituents 
he 
could 
not omit 
the 
subject 
which 
gave 
occasion 
to the 
reception. 
He 
assailed 
John 
Kelly 
as 
the 
author 
of unfounded charges 
pnblished for the purpose of destroying Mr, 
W'oodin’s character os a means of defeating 
the bills relating to this city which Mr, 
Woodin championed, Mr. Kelly admits the 
fact of publication, but denies the imputed 
motive. 
Having learned from Attorney Gen­ 
eral Fairchild and from Tweed’s counsel the 
contents of his confession he gave the story 
to a newspaper for publication, not, as he 
declares, with any purpose to injure Mr. 
Woodin, but because he thought the facts of 
such a nature that the public was entitled 
to know them. But, in point of fact, the 
story pnblished by Mr. Kelly did charge Mr. 
Woodin with having received a bribe from 
Tweed and was the sole cause of the 
investigation by which the Senator was 
acquitted. 
It is not surprising that when 
Mr. Woodin returned to his home and his 
neighbors assembled to welcome him and 
testify their confidence he allude*l to the 
author of the charge in pretty severe lan­ 
guage. Mr. Kelly retorts in a long letter 
which cannot be regarded as a model of 
oonrtesy, and in which he does not make 
very clear his right to publish libellous 
statements which had been communicated 
to him in presumed confidence. The unani­ 
mous acquittal of Mr. Woodin by his 
fellow Senators will have more weight 
with the 
public 
than 
the retaliatory 
abase of Mr. Kelly. 
John Kelly did 
his worst against Senator Woodin when 
he published the story that he had aoeepCed 
a bribe from Tweed, and that story having 
been disproved it makes little difference 
what else the same accuser may publish 
against the same gentleman. Mr. Kelly dis­ 
cusses at great length the legislation relat­ 
ing to this city, and mixes with his denun­ 
ciation a great deal of truth respecting mis­ 
chievous Albany interference with our local 
a f f a i r s . __________________

THE TURKISH DEFEAT AT BENKI.

Lonxiom. Juno 18, 1877. 
Another denperate and aangoinary bottle 
took place in Montenegro, near the Albanian 
line, at a little town called Plana, on the 
main road leading ftom Spnz to Nicsics. 
A HsRAiiD special correspondent forwards 
details of the engagement in a despatch 
from Oettinje dated yesterday (Sunday). 


CBOSSINO THX LINS. 
The advance of the Turks from Podgor* 
itza, Albania, had been carefully watched 
by Montenegrin spies, and every precaution 
had been taken in selecting a sfiitable point 
at whiiSh to receive the invading party. The 
Turks moved forward to Spuz, reaching 
that place on Friday night and encamping. 
On Saturday morning, at daylight, the ad­ 
vance into Montenegro began. 


STRKNOTH OF TH* INVASION. 
The Turkish force numbered 10,000 men« 
under the command of Ali Baib. There are 
two roads leading in the direction of Nio- 
sios, toward the north. The rood to the left 
is far less direct and in a much worse con­ 
dition than the one on the right; therefore, 
as the Montenegrin commander, Bouza 
Petrovich, had foreeeen, Ali Saib chose the 
road to the right. 
The Montenegrins werfl 
believed by the Turks to be at Rassitji. 


STBKNOTH OF TH* DSFXNC*. 
The Montenegrins had taken up theif 
station Mk Plana, a very small village on the 
route of the Turkish advance, and, 3,000 
strong, awaited the invaders. The situa­ 
tion was one of their own choosing, and 
was adapted to their manner of warfare. 
With the utmost confidence the hardy 
mountaineers awaited the attack. 


About ten o'clock the Turkish advano* 
came upon the Montenegrin pickets, who 
fell back to the main body. 
An hour later 
the fourteen battalions of Ali Saib came up, 
aud, without halting, attacked the Monte- 
negrin position. As usual, a defile of the 
road, flanked with heavy woods and high 
hills, had been selected by the defenders oí 
their native territory. 


ZIOBT HOURS OF FIOHTINO. 
During the eight hours following, or until 
the haze of nightfall forced a cessation of 
the fighting, the engagement before the de­ 
file and the fighting during the retreat 
lasted.

Bouza Petrovich had tbrowm 
up two rows of entrenchments, the first 
at the foot of and the second a slight distancs 
up the hillsides. Immense bowlders, with 
which the place abounded, had bean hastily 
gathered into place, and the front was pro* 
teoted by several feet of earth and by a deep 
diteh. Behind those ramparts the Monte­ 
negrins fought daring the three first attacks, 
with a safe retreat into the wooded hills al­ 
ways open behind them. 


TB* m iA L VZCTOBT. 
The third advance of the Tnrks was made 
with eight battalions, led by Ali Saib 
person. 
He was nearly beside himself with 
rage beoanse of the repulse of his men. 
Flnshed with three viotories, the Montene­ 
grins saw that their enemies came np to the 
attack with little heart ; therefore they re­ 
frained from firing until they were within 
’J(X) yards, and then ponred a deadly volley 
into their enemy's front ns a small body of 
Montenegrin horsemen dashed out from 
either side and fell upon tho flnnks. 


“ OV*B AND AT TBXX !” 
At first the flanks wavered, but rapidly 
changing front they killed many of th« 
attacking party. 
The centre came up with- 
ont hailing, until it received the second 
volley. 
Then, through some mistaken 
order, or bscanse of a disinclination to 
advance, the Turks halted. 
This wa* 
fatal 
to 
them, 
for. 
quicker 
than 
it takes to tell it, the Montenegrins sprang 
aa one man over the parapet of their en* 
trenehmsuts, and with the most fiendish 
yells attacked the column with the bayonet* 
A few horrible bayonet wounds settled the 
ftray. The Turks broke, but were portially 
rallied by Ali Heib, and fell back about twj 
miles in tolerable shape to an open piece of 
country.

The Turkish dead at Plana and 
along the road certainly equalled 2,000 men, 
besides many wounded and a few priKoners.

The H b b a u >'s special correspondent at 
the Montenegrin headquarters telegraphs, 
under date of yesterday (Sunday) nfternooI^ 
by way of Clastelnovo, Dalmatia, fully con­ 
firming the above account. 
He states fur­ 
ther that the Prince of Montenegro was pro- | 
foundly affected at the severe losses in­ 
flicted upon his small handful of people, 
and that he shed tears of sorrow and pride 
when he heard of their gallant conduct in 
repulsing the Turks under Ali Saib. 


THE SAME 01® NICSIC8. 
The some correspondent also states that 
the Turks have been successful in the effort 
to relieve Niosics, and that a largo amount 
of provisions has been taken into the place. 
He declares, however, that this event has 
ceased to have its former importance, as, 
when the Turks withdraw, tho-increased 
strength of the artillery which the Montene­ 
grins can bring to bear upon the town wiil 
render it easy of capture. 
Indeed, he asserts 
that it can be effected at any time. 


PITT TBET can’t BEAD THE HEBALD. 
The news received by the London papers 
this morning from Montenegro is very con­ 
tradictory. 
According to one journal Me- 
hemet Ali telegraphed under date of Satur­ 
day, that he defeated a corps of Montenegrins 
concentrated on the road from Betchina to 
Livaraka. 
Sclavonic advices via Bagusa 
represent that Mehemct Ali has been com­ 
pletely defeated near the Biver Jalonka. 
The Montenegrins pursued him and burned 
all the Turkish villages in the Wassojevich 
district, and the Turks have been compelled 
to completely evacuate Montenegrin terri­ 
tory. 
AMOTBEB SOBTIE FBOH KARS. 
The H e b a l d correspondent at St. Peters- 
burgh telegraphs that advices from the Bus- 
sian headquarters in Armenia report that 
the garrison of Kars have made another des­ 
perate sortie. The Bussian left wing, under 
General Heinman, repulsed the attack and 
inflicted severe losses on the Turks. 
The 
first onslaught of the Turks was very furi­ 
ous, but the Bussian troops met the attack 
with great steadiness. 


TÜBN1MO THE TUBKISH P1.AKX. 
The Bussian cavalry at Kugala succeeded 
in turning the Turkish flank and rear by a 
bold movement. The flghting was very 
brisk, but the losses were not heavy on 
either side. 
The Turks lost 200 men and 
the Russians 117. 


DETAILS OP THE DEFEAT AT BENKLI. 
The H e b a l d correspondent at Athens tele­ 
graphs an explanation of the defeat of the 
Circassians at Benkli-Ahmed, an account of 
which was cabled to the H e b a l d a fortnight 
ago. 
It appears that the Circassians in the 
Turkish army became mutinous, owing to 
inaction, and demanded to be led against 
the enemy. 
Moussa Pacha, their leader, 
applied to Mukhtar Pacha to be allowed 
to bring them to the relief of Kars, and the 
permission was granted.

Moussa, with 1,500 men, started for Kars 
and reached the village of Benkli-Ahmed, 
situated on the plain of Kars, 
They en­ 
camped there for the night. 
The Russians 
observed the movement, and, coming upon 
them suddenly, surrounded the village and 
took the Circassians completely by surprise. 


DXrSATED, THOUOH DBFIANT. 
The Circassians, taken thus unawares, 
had scarcely time to form, but, with their 
characteristic gallantry, made a desperate 
resistsmce. 
They 
fought singly or in 
groups, and the fighting was almost en­ 
tirely hand to hand. 
Eleven hundred Cir­ 
cassians were killed, and the rest were 
either dispersed or taken prisoners. Moussa 
Pasha is supposed to have escaped, 
or COOBSB THBT DID. 
The fugitives butchered all the inhabit­ 
ants of the surrounding villages whom they 
met, under the belief that they had be­ 
trayed them to the Russians. 


CMHAPPX AMD CMFED. 
Hundreds of the Turkish soldiers are de­ 
serting owing to the ili-provided condition 
of the army. 
Tbeir condition is described 
as growing daily worse and worse. 
They 
are poorly fed and clothed, and are in want 
of almost every necessary. 


RUSSIA TO HBB CONQUtBSD fOES. 
The Russians have issued a proclamation 
in Armenia which has been posted in every 
village where they have penetrated, pro­ 
mising fair payment for all provisions and 
ueosssaries supplied to the army. 
Hovore 
punishment will be inflicted on all soldiers 
who shall be found to have ill-treated the 
villagers. 
This has produced quite a favor­ 
able impression on the inhabitants.
